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FOREWORD 


The present exhibition of watercolors, pastels and tempera 
paintings on paper is presented at the Museum by the San 
Francisco Art Association as its fall exhibition. It continues 
the Art Association's historic function of giving to artists, un- 
known newcomers as well as painters of established reputa- 
tion, an equal opportunity to gain a showing of their current 
works before the San Francisco public. Though open to all 
American artists, this exhibition is naturally in major part 
composed of work by Bay Region and other Western artists. 

As in the case of all Art Association exhibitions, the selec- 
tion of the work included is in the hands of a jury of artists 
elected by the Artists’ Council of the Association. It is the 
exacting duty of this jury to choose from the vast amount of 
material submitted the best work for the exhibition, so that it 
may be of the highest quality, of the standard of artistic attain- 
ment which the Association is proud to sponsor. This selection 
is no easy task. It becomes more difficult when limitations of 
space restrict the number of pieces that are to be shown and 
when the general high quality of the submitted work makes 
selection a matter of most delicate discrimination. 

The voting machine, used for the first time at the Museum 
by an Art Association jury, allowed each juror the indepen- 
dence of judgment and the impersonal evaluation of each 
work on its own merits which is the ideal aimed at by all 
juries, but which is so difficult to attain under the usual system 
of discussion and argument. The jury passed upon the entries 
without knowledge of the artists’ names so that no question 
of personality or reputation could enter into the matter of selec- 
tion. This anonymity of the voting machine strictly observed, 
should re-establish the confidence of the public in the jury 
system. The jury is to be congratulated upon its selection 
this year. 

The exhibition contains ninety-seven works by seventy-five 
artists. Due to the limited space available for the exhibition, 
no more than two paintings by any one artist were selected 
by the jury. 

The San Francisco Museum of Art takes pleasure in bring- 
ing before the Bay Region public this important Art Associa- 
tion exhibition.
